Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr. 


Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.  was  a legend  in  his  own  time.  He  was  a devoted  numis- 
matist whose  interests  ran  all  the  way  from  United  States  Gold,  Silver  and 
Copper  Coins  and  Pioneer  and  Territorial  Coins,  to  Foreign  Gold,  Silver  and 
Copper  Coins,  and  to  U.  S.  Currency  and  Foreign  Paper  Currency  of  the  world. 
His  family  joined  him  in  his  continuous  endeavors  to  get  the  finest  and  most 
complete  collections  of  what  has  been  assembled. 

Amon  Carter,  Jr.  succumbed  to  a fatal  heart  attack  while  driving  from  Fort 
Worth  to  Love  Field,  Texas  in  July  of  1982,  at  the  age  of  62.  Just  as  he  had 
touched  so  many  people  — in  the  numismatic  world,  the  business  world  and  the 
sports  world,  as  well  as  his  beloved  home  town  — so  the  news  of  his  death  was  a 
profound  shock. 

Publisher  of  the  Fort  Worth  Star-Telegram,  he  was  that  city’s  foremost  booster 
after  his  father,  Amon  Carter,  Sr.  Serving  as  a director  of  American  Airlines,  he 
succeeded  in  effecting  the  transfer  of  the  airlines’  head  office  from  New  York  to 
Fort  Worth.  He  also  served  on  the  board  of  the  Texas  Rangers  baseball  club,  the 
Texas  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  Foundation,  and  was  president  of  Carter  Publications. 

Those  who  knew  Amon  remember  him  as  a shy  man,  a person  who  found  fun 
in  helping  others,  and  who  enjoyed  life’s  simplest  pleasures,  while  at  the  same 
time  being  capable  of  ruthlessly  pursuing  a desired  numismatic  item  which,  after 
its  acquisition  he  delighted  to  share  with  the  entire  numismatic  fraternity. 

The  front  page  article  which  appeared  in  the  July  26,  1982  edition  of  the  Fort 
Worth  Star-Telegram,  written  by  Brian  Howard,  expresses  it  all  and  we  are 
pleased  to  quote: 

"Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.  loved  birds  and  plants.  He  loved  cats  and 
dogs.  He  loved  people,  and  he  had  an  infinite  memory  for  a good  turn 
he  was  done.  He  loved  to  give  people  aloe  vera  plants  from  his  green- 
house. He  was  a shy  man,  but  he  loved  to  talk  to  his  friends.  If  he  hated 
anything,  he  kept  it  to  himself. 

"He  loved  the  newspaper  he  was  reared  on,  and  cigars,  and  all 
kinds  of  sports,  and  coins.  He  loved  his  home,  sitting  in  his  chair  in  the 
evening,  listening  to  the  ballgame  and  reading — newspapers,  trade  jour- 
nals, coin  collectors’  publications. 

"He  loved  'doing  the  right  thing’  in  his  own  quiet  way,  even  though 
it  often  meant  overcoming  his  own  shyness  to  fulfill  the  role  for  which, 
as  his  father’s  son,  he  had  been  groomed. 

"He  loved  many  small  things,  in  a gentle,  unpossessing  way.  In  his 
turn,  he  was  loved  by  many  people.  And  so,  before  he  died  Saturday,  he 
must  have  been  a happy  man.” 

The  numismatic  world  will  surely  miss  Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.

When  the  Congress  of  the  Confederation  established  the  dollar  as  the  new 
monetary  unit  of  the  United  States  in  1785,  recognition  was  simply  being  given  to 
a familiar  economic  fact.  The  dollar  and  its  fractions  already  were  the  principal 
form  of  coin  circulating  in  the  new  country,  even  though  business  was  done  in 
terms  of  Pounds,  Shillings  and  Pence.  The  coins  in  question,  although  called 
Spanish  Dollars,  were  products  of  the  Imperial  Mints  in  Latin  America  rather 
than  Spain  itself  It  was  to  be  almost  a decade  before  the  infant  country  contrived 
to  produce  any  of  its  own.  When  these  finally  did  appear,  their  weight  and  fine- 
ness were  designed  to  be  equal  to  those  made  in  the  great  mints  of  Mexico  and 
Peru. 

There  were  two  good  reasons  for  wishing  to  establish  a United  States  coinage. 
The  first  of  these  was  one  of  prestige.  A domestic  coinage  was  one  way  of  adver- 
tising that  the  country  actually  existed.  The  coinage  right  had  always  been  an 
attribute  of  sovereignty  - of  effective  government  - a fact  that  the  small  cluster  of 
communities  on  the  east  coast  of  North  America  wished  to  make  known  to  the 
rest  of  the  world.  The  other  was,  of  course,  the  need  for  a circulating  medium. 

From  today  s vantage  point  it  would  almost  seem  that  the  latter  need  was,  or 
should  have  been,  paramount.  Yet  in  examining  the  currency  pattern  of  the 
times,  the  evidence  indicates  that  the  Latin  American  silver  went  a long  way 
towards  providing  what  was  required.  This  situation  was  indeed  recognized  by 
Congress  because  Spanish  Dollars  were  granted  legal  tender  status  without  limi- 
tation. One  thing  quickly  became  clear.  The  small  mint  finally  established  in 
Philadelphia  could  not  make  sufficient  coins  to  replace  the  now  "foreign”  pieces  in 
circulation.  This  was  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  the  dollar  denomination. 

The  Philadelphia  mint  had  other  limitations  apart  from  its  size.  It  had  to 
operate  under  laws  requiring  it  to  strike  coins  on  a standard  that  was  no  longer 
in  step  with  the  international  value  of  the  precious  metals.  The  small  output  of 
dollars,  and  economic  factors  that  led  to  their  being  exported  and  melted  down, 
tended  to  limit  the  circulating  medium  rather  than  increase  it.  Finally,  the  mint 
was  something  of  an  amateur  organization  on  all  levels  from  refining  to  the 
striking  of  the  pieces  themselves.  The  first  U.  S.  coins  were  not  made,  or  the 
designs  on  the  dies  engraved,  with  the  sophistication  common  to  the  mints  in 
London,  Paris  or  the  Hapsburg  dominions. 

The  inefficiency  that  characterized  Philadelphia  in  the  early  days  has  been  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction  to  generations  of  collectors  ever  since.  Without  it  the 
opportunity  to  study  die  varieties  would  not  exist,  and  there  are  those  who  would 
have  been  deprived  of  an  enduring  source  of  innocent  enjoyment.  But  the  enjoy- 
ment is  relative.  The  complications  of  the  Silver  Dollar  series  have  also  been  a 
source  of  frustration  to  many.  The  first  real  attempt  to  reduce  the  chaos  in  order 
appears  to  have  been  made  by  John  W.  Haseltine  in  the  1870’s.  But  Haseltine’s 
years  of  effort  did  not  enable  him  to  produce  a useable  reference  work.  It  was  not 
until  M.  H.  Bolender  published  his  book.  The  Early  Silver  Dollars  of  the  United 
States  from  1794  to  1803  in  1950,  that  it  became  possible  to  classify  these  coins 
comfortably.  The  Dollars  in  this  catalogue  are  listed  in  accordance  with 
Bolender’s  system  of  classification. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  this  is  only  the  second  time  in  numismatic 
history  that  a Complete  Set  of  Silver  Dollars  was  offered  at  public  auction.  The 
only  other  time  was  at  the  Will  W.  Neil  Collection  in  1947.  Two  other  collections 
came  close  but  both  lacked  the  1801,  1802,  1803  Restrikes  which  the  Carter 
Collection  has.  The  vast  majority  of  the  coins  came  from  both  the  Will  W.  Neil 
Collection  and  the  Golden  Jubilee  Sale  in  1950.

Far 
superior  to  the  specimen  in  my  Sale  of  the  great  Atwater  Collection 
where  the  coin  brought  $1,575.00.  And  comparing  it  with  the  reproduc- 
tion of  the  specimen  offered  and  sold  in  January  of  1946  for  $2,000.00, 
this  coin  seems  to  be  far  superior.  I cannot  say  that  this  is  the  finest 
specimen  known.  I can  and  do  make  the  statement  that  it  is  by  far  the 
most  beautiful  specimen  of  this  rare  Dollar  that  I have  ever  seen  or 
that  has  ever  passed  through  my  hands.  And  according  to  the  records  of 
somewhat  inferior  specimens,  that  of  $2,000.00,  this  coin  should  bring 
a correspondingly  higher  price.  In  fact  a rarity  of  this  caliber  in  this 
remarkable  choice  condition  is  practically  priceless.  Valued  by  Mr.  Neil 
at  $2,500.00,  which  value  I consider  conservative.  It  is  difficult  to  resist 
the  temptation  to  get  enthusiastic  about  a gem  of  this  sort.  Regardless 
of  what  the  lucky  buyer  may  pay  for  the  coin  it  will  pay  him  great 
dividends  in  the  pleasure  and  pride  of  ownership.”

This  cataloguer  has  been  privileged  to  either  examine  or  sell  every 
known  Mint  State  1794  Silver  Dollar:  the  two  Lord  St.  Oswald  coins  in 
London  in  1964;  the  1973  Kreisberg-Cohen  coin  (formerly  from  our 
Price  List  #47,  1950);  the  Austrian  specimen  (purchased  by  us  in 
1956);  the  Empire  specimen  we  sold  in  1957;  and  now  we  have  the 
pleasure  of  selling  the  Amon  Carter  example. 

We  feel  confident  that  this  specimen  is  certainly  the  “Finest 
Known.”  Our  rating  of  this  coin  as  the  “Finest  Known”  can  be  con- 
firmed by  the  following  information. 

B.  Max  Mehl  in  describing  the  coin  in  1947,  unfortunately,  doesn’t 
quite  state  that  the  coin  is  wholly  prooflike.  However,  Stack’s  has  in  its 
possession  the  Unique  1794  Dollar  in  Copper  which  is  excellently  de- 
scribed in  Breen’s  book  on  Proof  coins  and  we  quote  from  that  book: 

"Dollar.  The  unique  copper  specimen  with  lettered  edge, 
struck  from  the  same  dies  presumably  early  on  Oct.  15,  1794 
just  before  the  production  run  of  1 758  pieces,  does  show  evi- 
dence of  having  been  coined  from  polished  dies  on  a bur- 
nished blank.  The  stars  at  left  are  sharper  than  the  known 
silver  pieces.  It  is  unique  . . . Silver  dollars  of  1 794,  unlike 
this  piece,  almost  invariably  have  weak  areas  at  left  obv.  and 
rev.,  rendering  left  stars,  part  of  date,  and  parts  of  UNITED 
STATES  hardly  visible  even  on  uncirculated  or  nearly  un- 
circulated specimens;  in  addition,  the  hair  is  seldom  well 
brought  up.  This  copper  piece  probably  did  receive  two  blows 
from  the  dies  while  they  were  still  parallel;  after  the  first  few 
silver  ones  were  made,  some  accident  rendered  them  skew 
(not  quite  in  parallel  planes)  producing  the  mentioned  weak- 
ness. (It  is  known  that  some  of  the  weakest  1794’s  were  not 
allowed  to  leave  the  mint,  but  instead  used  as  planchets  for 
striking  dollars  of  1795.)  If  it  can  be  established  that  this 
copper  dollar  did  in  fact  receive  two  blows  from  the  press, 
then  it  qualifies  as  a true  proof  and  the  first  definitely  estab- 
lished to  have  been  issued  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint.” 

This,  the  Carter  1794  Silver  Dollar  is  a twin  to  the  Copper  Dollar, 
both  in  surface  and  strike.  It  is  perfectly  conceivable  that  this  coin  was 
the  very  first  1794  Silver  Dollar  struck!  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE)

The  Excessively  Rare 
Proof  Dollars  of  1801,  1802,  and  1803 

The  1801,  1802,  and  1803  Proof  Silver  Dollars  are  among  the  most  attractive 
coins  in  the  entire  United  States  series.  The  design  by  Robert  Scot  is  impressive. 
When  executed  in  Proof,  the  Dollars  gain  an  added  charm  all  their  own.  They  are 
listed  and  generally  referred  to  as  "Restrikes,”  but  the  term  is  technically  incor- 
rect because  the  dies  were  not  used  to  strike  contemporary  currency  issues. 

There  is  one  more  important  detail  about  the  Dollars  that  cannot  be  over- 
looked. They  were  made  with  Mint  machinery,  by  Mint  labor,  on  planchets  pre- 
pared in  the  Mint.  In  fact,  the  reverse  die  is  the  same  one  employed  for  the  Class 
I 1804  Dollar.  In  our  opinion,  the  coins  were  struck  about  the  same  time  as  this 
version  of  the  1804  in  the  years  1834  or  1835. 

In  this  regard  we  do  not  follow  the  reasoning  of  Newman  and  Bressett  in 
their  well-known  book.  The  Fantastic  1804  Dollar.  They  argue  that  the  dies  were 
prepared  in  1834  or  1835,  the  coins  struck  in  1858,  and  finally  distributed  be- 
tween 1870  and  1876.  It  seems  highly  unlikely  that  dies  cut  about  1834  could 
have  been  preserved  in  satisfactory  condition  for  almost  twenty-five  years.  If  they 
had  not  been  used  until  1858,  the  1801  and  1802  coins  would  surely  have  shown 
either  rust  spots  or  signs  of  rust  having  been  polished  away.  The  small  patch  near 
the  4th  star  on  the  1803  piece  could  easily  have  occurred  in  a hot  and  damp 
Philadelphia  climate  in  a matter  of  weeks,  shortly  after  the  dies  were  prepared. 

Much  of  the  Newman  argument  about  these  coins  is  based  on  the  a priori 
assumption  that  they  owe  their  existence  to  illegal  and  clandestine  activities  of 
Mint  employees.  This  is  hardly  the  place  to  frame  a full  rebuttal  for  the  Newman 
view.  We  will  simply  observe  that  to  apply  current  moral  thinking,  framed  by  a 
conflict  of  interest-conscious  society,  to  practices  common  in  most  mints  during 
the  early  19th  century  may  not  be  particularly  useful. 

The  Dollars  are  unquestionably  very  rare.  Bolender  lists  them  as  Rarity  8 
and  Taxay  as  Rarity  7.  But  in  Eric  Newman’s  opinion  there  were  as  many  as  10 
to  12  of  each  date  struck.  The  sales  records  over  the  years  suggest,  however,  the 
likelihood  that  not  more  than  10  or  12  examples  of  all  dates  combined  were 
actually  coined. 

The  last  time  the  three  Proof  Dollars  appeared  at  a single  auction  sale  was  at 
our  Autumn  Sale,  September  8,  1978.  Prior  to  that,  a set  was  sold  at  the  Will  W. 
Neil  Sale  in  1947,  formerly  in  the  Jack  M.  Roe  Collection,  1945  — THE  SPECI- 
MENS IN  THIS  SALE.  Earlier,  a set  appeared  in  "The  World’s  Greatest  Collec- 
tion,” January  1945,  with  a notation  by  the  cataloguer,  "As  far  as  we  know,  this 
is  the  first  time  the  three  coins  have  appeared  in  one  catalog.”  This  assumption 
was  somewhat  optimistic.  Actually  all  three  had  been  sold  together  in  1879,  1890, 
1901,  1910,  and  1913.  Undoubtedly  some  of  these  transactions  involved  the  same 
coins.  This  is  a most  thrilling  opportunity  for  us  because  it  is  the  second  time  we 
will  be  privileged  to  sell  all  three  in  one  sale. 

NOTE:  The  1801,  1802,  and  1803  Proof  Dollars  all  have  similar  edge  character- 
istics. The  border  is  raised  and  the  denticles  are  made  up  of  truncated  beads 
rather  than  elongated  “teeth.”  The  edging  die  was  used  for  all  of  the  regular 
issues  1803  and  earlier.

Six  of  the  Class  III  1804  Dollars  are  now  known.  When  they  began 
to  appear  on  the  market  in  the  years  immediately  following  the  Civil 
War,  John  W.  Haseltine  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  the  pioneer  dealers  in 
U.  S.  coins,  was  associated  with  many  of  them.  The  "ubiquitous  J.W. 
Haseltine”  as  Walter  Breen  was  moved  to  call  him,  seemed  to  have  a 
magic  touch.  If  there  was  an  1804  to  be  had,  somehow  Haseltine  had  it. 

Haseltine  turned  up  at  the  sale  of  the  Jewett  Collection  in  New 
York  on  January  24  and  25,  1876,  with  this  particular  Class  III  1804  in 
his  pocket.  At  suitable  moments  he  allowed  his  treasure  to  be  exam- 
ined. He  was  a bit  vague  about  the  origins  of  the  coin,  only  mentioning 
an  unnamed  collection  in  England.  There  was  nothing  vague  about  his 
price.  He  wanted  $600.00  for  the  piece.  There  were  no  buyers.

The  next  move  remained  hidden  in  the  archives  until  a recent  bit 
of  research  brought  it  to  light.  In  March  1876,  Haseltine  scheduled  his 
"1776  Centennial  Coin  and  Curiosity  Sale,  Part  I”  (there  were  many 
other  parts  to  follow).  Under  the  general  heading  of  "United  States 
Silver  Dollars,”  lot  194  read,  "1804;  a fine  impression  of  this  extremely 
rare  dollar,  about  as  fine  as  the  one  sold  in  the  Sanford  Sale  and  a 
great  deal  finer  than  the  one  in  the  Cohen  sale;  guaranteed  genuine 
and  original.”  From  this  it  would  appear  that  when  he  showed  what 
was  presumably  the  same  Dollar  in  New  York  in  January  it  probably 
did  not  belong  to  him.  The  reference  to  the  Cohen  coin  also  shows  that 
in  the  early  collecting  days  the  1804’s  had  not  yet  been  overtaken  by 
the  class  system. 

On  the  afternoon  of  March  3,  1876,  the  Dollar  sold  for  $395.00  and 
Haseltine  himself  was  the  buyer.  Later  in  the  year  he  parted  with  the 
piece  to  Phineas  Adams  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  consideration  of 
$550.00,  thus  allowing  himself  a profit  of  $155.00,  less  expenses.  This 
was  about  the  price  pattern  for  the  coin  in  those  years.  The  less  satis- 
factory Cohen  specimen  itself,  had  sold  for  $325.00  in  1875  and  the 
next  year  was  acquired  at  auction  by  L.  G.  Parmelee  of  Boston  for 
$500.00. 

The  New  Hampshire  Adams  coin  was  destined  to  have  eleven  own- 
ers, if  the  count  starts  with  the  "ubiquitous”  Haseltine  who  owned  the 
coin  for  only  a few  months  in  1876.  The  others  were

All  these  men  were  important  collectors  although  Waldo  Newcomer, 
Colonel  Green,  and  F.  C.  C.  Boyd  are  among  the  best  known  names.  The 
piece  finally  came  under  the  hammer  again  in  B.  Max  Mehl’s  "Golden 
Jubilee  Sale”  held  in  Fort  Worth  in  May  1950.  It  was  bought  by  Amon 
Carter,  Sr.  for  $3,250.00.  In  the  course  of  natural  events  it  passed  to  his 
son,  Amon  Jr. 

In  the  succession  of  owners  the  name  of  Carter  is  among  the  most 
distinguished.  Amon  Carter,  Jr.  was  a highly  respected  and  much  loved 
figure  in  the  numismatic  world.  We  trust  that  the  charisma  of  this  par- 
ticular 1804  Dollar  may  also  be  transferred  to  the  next  fortunate  possess- 
or.

Extremely 
fine;  the  lower  obverse  is  slightly  dulled  and  it  has  some  traces  of 
original  mint  luster.  The  wear  on  the  coin  is  evenly  distributed  and 
very  slight.  It  would  not  be  an  exaggeration  to  call  this  coin  'near 
uncirculated’.  In  point  of  actual  rarity,  it  is  just  about  as  rare  as  any 
U.  S.  silver  dollar  regardless  of  price  or  record.  The  envelope  in  which 
this  coin  came,  from  the  Kern  Collection,  is  marked  'The  rarest  U.  S. 
silver  coin.  Less  than  10  known.  From  collections  of  Jack  Roe,  Colonel 
Green,  Newcomer.’  In  the  Sale  of  Mr.  Roe’s  Collection  this  dollar  was 
not  included.  I understand  however  that  he  did  have  a specimen  and 
disposed  of  it  before  I acquired  his  collection.  This  is  only  the  second 
specimen  that  I have  ever  offered  at  auction.  The  last  one,  in  my  sale  of 
the  Neil  Collection,  brought  $1,500.00.  This  is  the  price  Mr.  Kern  paid 
for  his  coin  several  years  ago.  The  previous  record  is  $1,650.00.  Even 
the  great  Atwater  Collection  did  not  have  a specimen,  although  it  did 
have  both  varieties  of  the  1804  Dollars.” 

We  agree  with  everything  written  by  B.  Max  Mehl,  regarding  its 
rarity.  There  simply  is  no  question  that  it  ranks  as  one  of  the  greatest 
silver  rarities  and,  for  that  matter,  as  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  U.  S. 
coins,  regardless  of  metal.  We  feel,  however,  that  Mr.  Mehl  was  some- 
what enthusiastic  about  its  quality.  A grade  of  Very  Fine,  with  the 
lower  portion  of  the  obverse  dulled  by  light  pitting,  would  be  a little 
more  accurate.  Regardless  of  the  condition,  the  most  important  fact  of 
all  is  that  only  five  or  six  exist  in  all  conditions.

The  entire  set  is  housed  in  its  original  mint  case.  The  card  printed 
by  Manly  & Orr  in  Philadelphia  is  no  longer  in  existence.  The  case  is 
41/2"  X 5",  of  red  Moroccon  leather  with  gold  tooling  on  the  cover  and 
with  brass  hinges  and  a spring  lock.  The  interior  is  in  blue  plush  with 
each  opening  having  a stiff  cloth  liner  and  blue  satin  ribbon.  The  case 
is  in  a remarkable  state  of  preservation. 

We  quote  from  B.  Max  Mehl’s  Will  W.  Neil  catalogue:  "This  mag- 
nificent and  excessively  rare  Proof  Set,  as  stated  before,  is  in  the  origi- 
nal Mint  Case  as  issued,  in  1843.  We  can  readily  understand  the  infini- 
tesimal number  of  proofs  struck  at  the  Mint  over  one  hundred  years 
ago.  I know  of  but  one  other  similar  set.  The  Set  here  offered  originally 
came  from  a famous  Collection  sold  at  auction  in  Amsterdam,  Holland, 
some  twenty  years  ago.  I had  my  European  representative  purchase  it 
for  me.  I sold  it  to  Mr.  Stoddard  of  Pasadena,  California.  Later,  to  be 
exact,  in  1932,  when  I purchased  the  Stoddard  Collection,  this  Set  was 
in  turn  sold  by  me  to  the  late  Colonel  E.  H.  R.  Green.  After  the  passing 
of  the  Colonel,  I acquired  this  Set  indirectly,  and  again  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Neil.  This  is  the  first  time  this  beautiful  and  exceedingly  rare  Set  is 
offered  at  auction  in  this  country.  I consider  it  the  most  outstanding 
and  desirable  item  in  this  Great  Collection.” 

The  Dutch  Collection,  Mr.  Mehl  refers  to,  is  the  Fernand  David 
Collection  sold  in  1930.  The  last  appearance  of  this  set  at  auction  was 
at  the  Will  W.  Neil  Sale,  B.  Max  Mehl,  June  17th,  1947,  lot  2292. 

Illustrated  in  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and 
Colonial  Proof  Coins.

We  would  like  to  quote  the  following  historical  background  ex- 
cerpted from  David  Akers’  excellent  book.  United  States  Gold  Patterns. 

"Comments;  The  efforts  to  introduce  a metric  coinage  to  replace  the 
troy  system  of  weights  resulted  in  the  production  of  this  metric  double 
eagle  pattern,  or  'quintuple  Stella’  as  it  is  sometimes  called.  This  pat- 
tern was  the  work  of  Dr.  Wheeler  Hubbell,  who  had  patented  the  goloid 
metal,  and  was  enthusiastically  endorsed  by  the  Coinage  Committee, 
headed  by  Alexander  Stephens  of  Georgia. 

"In  their  report,  the  Committee  stated  that  'The  advantages  of  this 
metric  gold  coin  are  that  the  gold  is  even  30  grams,  the  silver  even  1.5 
grams,  the  copper  3.5  grams.  The  gold  therefore  is  standard  .9  fine  and 
the  silver  .9  fine  in  the  coin,  and  the  total  weight  is  even  35  grams, 
and  is  precisely  $20  in  value.  The  superiority  of  the  metal  for  constancy 
in  value  is  strikingly  shown  by  the  fact  that  although  it  measures  the 
same  in  diameter  on  a plane  as  the  binary  $20  coin,  it  (the  metric)  is 
24  grains  heavier,  or  540.25  plus  grains  in  weight,  showing  as  well  as 
in  the  rich  orange  color  its  superiority  for  practical  use,  as  it  flows  with 
a sharper  and  more  distinct  finish  into  the  dies.’  (Adams  and  Woodin, 
1959,  p.  172.)  In  the  April  1879  volume  of  the  'American  Journal  of 
Numismatics’,  a brief  paragraph  appeared  commenting  on  the  attrac- 
tive appearance  of  the  new  design.  'A  new  twenty-dollar  metric  gold 
coin  has  been  shown  by  Mr.  Stephens.  It  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  coins  ever  executed.’  However,  despite  the  glowing  report  by 
the  Coinage  Committee  and  the  favorable  comments  on  the  coin’s  ap- 
pearance, the  metric  double  eagle  was  not  adopted  by  Congress.” 

Although  listed  as  a high  Rarity  7 (4-6  known),  there  are  only  four 
specimens  that  David  Akers  could  positively  trace.  The  specimen  of- 
fered here  is  a Brilliant  Proof  with  some  light  hairlines.  A simply 
beautiful  specimen  in  the  "rich  orange  color”  mentioned  earlier.  One  of 
the  most  exeiting  eoins  in  this  eolleetion.  (SEE  COLOR  Pl.ATE)

Collection,  June  11,  1946,  lot  1634,  described  as  follows:  "Practically 
uncirculated  and  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  of  the  entire  series  of  HalL 
Eagles.  This  is  only  the  second  specimen  I have  offered  at  auction  in 
my  more  than  forty-five  years  of  numismatic  experience.  The  other 
specimen  was  in  the  Ten  Eyck  Sale  conducted  by  me  in  1922  where  a 
specimen  in  similar  condition  brought  $2,250.00.  Remember  this  was  in 
1922,  nearly  a quarter  of  a century  ago.  However,  as  stated  in  my  Ten 
Eyck  catalog,  I had  previously  sold  a specimen  at  private  sale  to  Mr. 
H.O.  Granberg  of  Wisconsin  for  $3,500.00.  This  was  in  1912.  Only 
about  six  or  seven  specimens  known.  This  identical  coin  is  from  the 
great  Waldo  Newcomer  Collection,  who  sold  it  to  Mr.  Atwater  when  he, 
Mr.  Newcomer,  purchased  the  Woodin  Collection,  which  was  originally 
the  Granberg  Collection.  A specimen  offered  at  auction  in  1944  brought 
$3,600.00.  It  is  very  interesting  to  note  that  of  all  the  early  Half- 
Eagles,  not  excepting  even  the  1822,  the  1815  had  a smaller  coinage 
than  any  other  date  $5.00  gold  piece  of  the  early  dates.  A total  of  only 
635  specimens  were  minted.  Of  the  1822  the  mint  record  shows  that 
17,796  specimens  were  coined.  While  the  1815  is  not  in  the  class  of  the 
1822,  I think  it  would  not  be  overstating  to  rate  it  in  the  $5,000.00 
class.  Not  in  the  Dunham  Collection  nor  in  the  great  gold  collection 
recently  sold.”  There  are  only  12  specimens  that  can  definitely  be 
traced,  and  the  possibility  of  a thirteenth. 

This  About  Uncirculated  specimen  is  certainly  a most  attractive 
coin.  Sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered  with  the  head  in  high  re- 
lief. The  entire  coin  is  satiny  in  appearance.  Ofie  of  the  Classic  Rarities 
in  the  Half  Ragle  Series  or  for  that  matter  of  all  U.  S.  Gold  Coins.

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PIONEER  AND  TERRITORIAL 


PRIVATE  GOLD  COINS 


Although  only  the  Federal  Government  was  given  the  constitutional 
authority  to  coin  money  to  he  current  throughout  the  United  States,  the 
tremendously  rich  discoveries  of  gold  in  the  south  eastern  and  far  western 
parts  of  the  country  before  1860  created  an  emergency  situation.  The  econo- 
my of  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  those  areas  soon  to  be  incorporated  into 
the  Union  as  the  states  of  California,  Colorado,  and  Oregon  required  some 
form  of  circulating  medium.  Remote  as  they  were  from  the  more  populous 
areas  of  the  Atlantic  coast,  there  was  little  the  Government  could  do  imme- 
diately to  meet  the  needs  of  pioneer  communities  overwhelmed  by  a flood  of 
raw  unprocessed  gold. 

The  solution  to  the  problem  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  pioneers  them- 
selves. Enterprising  private  individuals  were  quick  to  grasp  the  need  to 
have  the  virgin  product  of  the  mines  translated  into  some  manageable  form. 
The  result  was  the  production  of  a fascinating  series  of  gold  tokens,  bars, 
and  ingots,  many  of  which  resembled  coins  and  many  of  which  did  not.  The 
private  mints  operated  without  any  official  control.  It  is  hardly  surprising 
that  the  urge  their  owners  felt  to  make  a fast  profit  resulted  in  the  issues, 
particularly  the  earliest,  being  notably  underweight  in  relation  to  the  osten- 
sible value  stamped  upon  them.  But  the  Californians  in  particular  were 
quick  to  learn.  A few  of  the  overly  profit-minded  mint  operators  were  literal- 
ly run  out  of  town.  Others  gracefully  retired  from  the  business  in  time  and 
went  on  to  become  among  the  most  distinguished  and  wealthiest  citizens  of 
the  new  State. 

This  collection  is  one  of  the  most  unusual  to  reach  the  auction  block.  It 
is  especially  rich  in  those  fascinating  large  coins  more  commonly  known  as 
"Slugs.”  In  fact,  represented  in  the  Carter  Collection  are  17  of  Augustus 
Humbert,  9 U.  S.  Assay  Office,  3 Wass  Molitor  and  the  Extremely  Rare 
Kellogg  & Co.  Also,  and  of  particular  note,  the  $10.00  Dubosq,  $5.00  Dun- 
bar, $10.00  and  $20.00  Mormon  are  among  the  extensive  group  being  of- 
fered. 

Some  specimens  have  not  been  seen  at  auction  for  30  years  or  more. 
Therefore,  we  cannot  urge  the  collector  too  strongly  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  and  try  to  capture  some  of  the  great  rarities  in  this  splen- 
did collection.

AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT,  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER 
February  1,  1851  - February  15,  1852 


By  1850  the  unsupervised  issues  of  private  gold  coins,  and  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  real 
value  of  raw  gold,  were  having  an  unsettling  economic  effect  in  California.  The  State  representatives 
in  Congress  pressed  for  the  establishment  of  a United  States  branch  mint  in  San  Francisco.  When  it 
became  obvious  that  immediate  action  would  not  be  taken,  a compromise  was  reached.  On  Septem- 
ber 30,  1830  Congress  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  make  a contract  with  an  estab- 
lished assayer  in  California  to  assay  new  gold  and  prepare  ingots  of  known  weight  and  fineness. 
Moffat  & Co.  was  virtually  the  only  firm  qualified  to  do  the  work  and  were  awarded  the  contracts.  At 
the  same  time  Augustus  Humbert  of  New  York  was  appointed  United  States  Assayer  to  supervise  the 
technical  aspects  of  the  operation. 

The  Assay  Office  was  a temporary  expedient  to  fill  an  urgent  need  until  a branch  mint  could  be 
authorized.  Moffat  & Co.  took  steps  to  expand  their  facilities,  moving  to  larger  quarters  on  Commer- 
cial Street  adjacent  to  Montgomery  Street,  and  ceased  issuing  coins  under  their  own  name.  On 
.January  29,  1851  they  publicly  advertised  that,  “on  or  about  the  first  of  February  ensuing  we  will  be 
prepared  to  receive  gold  dust  for  smelting  and  assaying,  and  forming  the  same  into  ingots  and  bars, 
in  accordance  with  our  recent  contract  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  - under  the  supervision  of 
the  United  States  Assayer,  Augustus  Humbert,  Esq.,  who  will  cause  the  United  States  stamp  to  be 
affixed  to  the  same.” 

Humbert  arrived  in  town  on  January  30  or  31,  1851.  The  initial  octagonal  $50  gold  coin  must 
have  been  struck  on  either  of  these  days  because  the  February  1 edition  of  the  San  Francisco, 
“l*acific  News”  announced  that  “The  dies  for  this  purpose  have  been  procured  and  the  first  coin 
produced  by  them  was  shown  to  us  yesterday.”  The  promptness  with  which  the  original  octagonal 
slug  was  made  can  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  Humbert  had  taken  steps  to  have  the  dies  and 
collars  prepared  before  leaving  New  York  by  C.C.  Wright,  whose  name  appears  on  a trial  striking  in 
copper. 

The  regular  production  of  the  $50.00  ingots  in  quantity  began  on  February  14,  1851.  They  met 
one  vital  commercial  need  the  mixed  issues  of  private  gold  had  not  been  able  to  fulfill,  /l.s  a form  of 
emergency  U.  S.  coin,  they  were  accepted  by  the  government  at  full  face  value  in  payment  for  all 
Customs  duties.

U.  S.  PROVISIONAL  MINT  AT  SAN  FRANCISCO 

UNITED  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF  GOLD 
February  16,  1852  - December  14,  1853 


Early  in  1852  Moffat  & Co.  was  dissolved  and  John  L.  Moffat  severed  all  connections 
with  his  former  partners.  They  continued  in  the  business  under  the  name  of  Curtis,  Perry  & 
Ward.  The  “Contract  for  Smelting  and  Assaying  Gold  in  California,”  as  authorized  by  the 
.31st  Congress  on  September  30,  1850,  was  transferred  by  the  Treasury  Department  to  the 
new  partnership.  Augustus  Humbert  stayed  on  as  U.  S.  Assayer  with  the  organization  now 
called  The  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold.  In  spite  of  the  slight  change  in  title  the  firm 
continued  to  work  as  a provisional  mint  operating  under  emergency  conditions.  While  the 
designs  adopted  for  the  issues  included  an  undeniably  American  Eagle,  the  coins  deliberate- 
ly avoided  any  close  resemblance  to  those  of  the  regular  U.  S.  mints.  Nevertheless  the  fact 
that  they  carried  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  gave  them  an  official  status 
and  guaranteed  their  weight  and  fineness. 


The  somewhat  irregular  nature  of  the  USAOG  was  not  only  a reflection  of  the  crisis 
conditions  then  prevailing  in  the  California  gold  fields,  but  a deliberate,  and  necessary, 
attempt  to  evade  the  Mint  Act  of  January  18,  1837.  The  Act  provided  that  U.  S.  Gold  coins 
he  .900  fine  with  no  more  than  50  parts  of  silver  in  an  otherwise  pure  copper  alloy.  It  was 
virtually  impossible  to  conform  to  this  regulation.  Copper  was  in  .short  supply  in  California 
and  the  parting  acids  required  in  the  refining  process  could  not  be  shipped  safely  either  by 
land  or  .sea.  Nevertheless  the  coinage  of  the  USAOG  was  accepted  in  payment  of  obligations 
to  the  federal  government  thanks  to  the  realistic  attitude  of  the  U.  S.  Collector  of  Customs, 
T.  Butler  King,  who  managed  in  spite  of  conflicting  instructions  from  Washington. 


The  efforts  of  the  Assay  Office  of  Gold  to  conform  to  the  law,  meet  the  necessities  of  the 
lime,  and  yet  operate  at  a profit  were  varied  and  complex,  h or  a long  time,  the  details  were 
nol  easy  lo  penetrate  in  depth.  In  recent  years  they  have,  however,  begun  to  become  less 
obscure.  In  Ihe  last  decade  positive  evidence  was  provided  by  a hoard  of  regular  coins, 
pallerns,  trial  pieces  and  ingots.  In  addition,  research  in  the  National  Archives  has  gieatly 
enlarged  our  knowledge  of  the  firm's  operations  and  the  means  taken  to  solve  some  of  the 
many  problems  facing  it.  This  information  is  of  great  interest  to  collectors  with  whom  the 
USAOG  coinage  has  long  been  popular. 


On  July  3,  1852  Congress  finally  passed  the  Act  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a 
United  Slates  Branch  Mint  in  San  Francisco.  Curtis  was  able  to  buy  the  contract  for  the 
new  mint  and  the  following  gear  the  USAOG  was  transferred  to  the  federal  government  for 
.$285,000.00.  This  sum  included  $25,000.00  for  an  e.xpansion  of  the  original  premises  under 
Curtis^  Hupervision,  Meunwhile  Perrp  undertook  to  (lequive  $50J)00M0  woith  of  niuchnie} y* 
The  old  provisional  mint  was  finally  able  to  go  into  operation  as  the  U.  S.  Bianch  Mint, 
San  Francisco,  on  April  3,  1851.  The  first  double  eagles  of  the  standard  national  design 
were  struck  on  April  15,  1851.

Kellogg  & Co.  was  one  of  the  respected,  and  among  the  last,  of  the  private  mints  to  operate  iri 
California.  John  G.  Kellogg  of  Auburn,  New  York  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  October  12,  1849.  Hi 
immediatelg  went  to  work  for  Moffat  & Co.  and  staged  on  when  the  firm  was  reorganized  as  Curtis 
Perry  & Ward  to  operate  as  the  U.  S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold.  When  the  Assay  Office  closed  ir 
December,  1853,  Kellogg  opened  his  own  assaying  business,  aided  by  G.  F . Richter  who  also  had  beet 
employed  by  the  U.  S.  Assay  Office.  The  new  partnership  was  approved  by  Augustus  Humbert  whi 
strongly  commended  them  “to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  public.  Humbert  never  had  ani 
reason  to  regret  his  recommendation. 

The  scarcity  of  gold  coins  with  which  to  carry  on  ordinary  business  was  as  marked  as  ever.  Th* 
Assay  Office  was  in  the  process  of  being  transformed  into  the  new  Branch  Mint  and  none  of  the  othe, 
private  mints  were  any  longer  in  operation,  with  good  reason.  In  January  1854  the  principal  busi 
nessmen  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento  petitioned  Kellogg  and  Richter  to  issue  coins  of  thei 
own.  This  they  agreed  to  do,  with  their  first  $20.00  coin  appearing  in  February  1854. 

The  Kellogg  pieces  Filled  a vital  need  in  the  early  economic  life  of  California.  The  gold  produc 
tion  at  the  mines  had  reached  enormous  proportions  and  the  new  U.  S.  Mint  was  veiy  slow  in  gettint 
into  significant  production.  During  1855  the  Kellogg  coins  appeared  in  even  greater  quantity  in  spit 
of  an  improvement  in  the  mint’s  own  output.  No  coins  were  issued  after  that  date.  Kellogg  himsel 
lived  to  become  one  of  the  State’s  most  respected  citizens.

MOFFAT  & COMPANY 


Corner  of  Dupont  and  Clay  Streets,  San  Francisco 


John  Little  Moffat  was  born  at  Goshen,  N.Y.,  in  Feb.,  1788.  He  lived  in  New  York  City 
until  the  mid-eighteen  thirties,  at  which  time  he  relocated  to  Northern  Georgia  where  he 
became  involved  with  some  gold  mines  he  had  earlier  purchased.  In  his  early  years  Moffat 
had  learned  the  trade  of  a silversmith,  and  while  in  Georgia  became  interested  in  assaying. 
Subsequently,  as  a highly  competent  assayer  and  metallurgist,  he  returned  to  New  York 
and  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Wilrnarth,  Moffat  & Curtis.  Early  in  1849,  he 
migrated  to  California,  where  he  organized  the  firm  bearing  his  name  in  San  Francisco. 
His  partners  in  Moffat  & Co.  were  J.R.  Curtis,  S.H.  Ward,  and  P.H.  Perry. 

Moffat  & Co.  commenced  the  issue  of  gold  ingots  to  supersede  the  circulation  of  gold 
dust  in  June,  1849.  Examples  recorded  and  reported  range  in  stamped  value  from  $9.43  to 
nearly  $3,000.00,  although  the  basic  issue  consisted  of  $16.00  pieces.  Early  in  August  of 
1849,  Moffat  & Co.  began  to  issue  ten-dollar  gold  coins  from  dies  hurriedly  cut  the  previous 
month  by  Albert  Kuner,  a Bavarian,  newly  arrived  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  believed  that  the 
TEN  D.  variety  was  the  first  issued.  In  the  fall  of  1849  five-dollar  gold  coins  appeared 
bearing  the  Moffat  stamp.  These  were  also  struck  from  dies  prepared  by  Kuner. 

The  Moffat  establishment  was  the  largest,  best  known,  and  most  highly  regarded  of  all 
the  California  coining  firms.  The  original  company  formally  dissolved  in  February,  1852, 
when  .Mr.  Moffat  left  the  firm  and  a new  co-partnership  was  formed,  composed  of  Messrs. 
Curtis,  Ward,  and  Perry,  to  operate  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold.  This  operation 
later  became,  after  sale  to  the  federal  government,  the  U.  S.  Branch  Mint  at  San  Francis- 
co.

Little  is  known  about  the  firm  established  by  Thomas  and  Hiram  Norris  and  Charles 
Grieg.  The  significance  of  the  initials  N.G.N.  on  the  $5.00  pieces  they  issued  was  not  clear 
until  the  sale  of  Augustus  Humbert’s  effects  in  1902  when  a single  uncirculated  specimen 
was  found  wrapped  in  paper  identifying  it  as  having  come,  “From  my  friends  Norris,  Grieg 
and  Norris.” 

It  is  probable  that  the  N.G.N.  coins  were  the  first  of  the  private  issues  to  be  made  and 
circulated  in  California.  The  legend  on  the  obverse  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  WITHOUT  ALLOY 
was  only  relatively  true.  Assays  in  the  Philadelphia  mint  conducted  by  Eckfeldt  and  Dubois 
showed  that  they  were  manufactured  from  virgin  gold  supplied  directly  from  the  diggings. 
This  metal  contained  a high  natural  silver  content  and  additional  alloy  was  not  necessary. 
Like  so  many  of  the  private  mint  issues  the  N.G..N.  coins,  while  of  reasonably  full  weight, 
were  undervalued.  There  are  two  S.F.  varieties,  both  dated  1849,  one  with  a plain  edge  and 
the  other  with  a reeded  edge.  Although  they  carry  the  name  of  San  Francisco  they  were 
apparently  struck  in  Benicia  City.

.\ot  much  is  really  known  about  Dunbar  & Company.  Edward  E.  Dunbar  was  a pioneer 
in  every  sense  of  the  word.  He  left  \ew  York  in  December  l8iS,  walked  across  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama,  caught  a boat  to  San  Eranci.sco,  arriving  there  in  February  184(1.  His  initial 
business  was  that  of  a commission  agent,  auctioneer,  storage  facility  and  an  insurer  of  gold 
dust.  The  first  operation  “went  up  in  smoke”  during  the  Great  Fire. 

In  September  1850  he  founded  Dunbar's  California  Hank  on  famous  Montgomery 
Street.  In  early  1851  Dunbar  began  coining  operations  probably  with  dies  engraved  by 
Albert  huner,  the  only  really  competent  engraver  of  the  time.  The  machinery  was  thought 
to  have  come  from  Baldwin  & Co.  but  as  Donald  Kagin  properly  points  out  in  his  book, 
Baldwin  was  still  striking  coins  at  that  time.  Since  Dunbar  offered  to  redeem  Baldwin's 
coins  at  par  there  could  very  well  have  been  an  arrangement  between  the  two  firms  where- 
by Dunbar  gained  access  to  the  striking  machinery  for  short  periods  of  time. 

Dunbar's  coins  assayed  at  84.98  each  when  assayed  by  the  mint.  Kohler  (State  .\ssayer) 
even  assayed  one  at  85.13,  though  one  tends  to  think  that  it  might  have  been  “custom 
made”  by  Dunbar  to  insulate  him  from  the  raging  controversy  instigated  by  the  banking 
house  of  James  King  of  William. 

Edward  E.  Dunbar,  seeing  that  the  private  manufacturing  of  gold  coin  was  rapidly 
coming  to  a close,  came  east  again  and  organized  the  well  known  Continental  Bank  \ote 
Company,  which  later  merged  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company.

DUBOSQ  & CO. 

San  Francisco 

The  Dubosq  family,  Theodore  Dubosq,  Sr.,  Theodore  Dubosq,  Jr.  and  Henry  A.  Dubosq  arrived  in 
San  Francisco  on  May  18,  1849.  An  article  in  the  ALTA  CALIFORNIA,  May  31st,  1849  indicated  that 
Dubosq  Sr.,  a jeweler  from  Philadelphia  arrived  on  the  ship  Grey  Eagle  with  the  necessary  machin- 
ery for  striking  private  coins. 

The  thought  has  been  propounded  that  the  dies  for  the  1850  coinage  were  made  by  J.B.  Longacre. 
The  similarity  in  style  of  the  federal  coinage  designed  by  him  and  the  fact  that  Dubosq  came  from 
Philadelphia  gives  it  great  credence.  However,  the  “roughness”  of  style  and  execution  really  indi- 
cates dies  that  were  created  in  a more  primitive  environment  with  equipment  not  as  fine  as  that 
available  in  Philadelphia.  Therefore,  we  attribute  the  work  to  Albert  Kuner. 

There  are  no  gold  coins  known  dated  1849,  only  patterns  or  trial  pieces  in  “off’  metal.  However 
there  exists  the  possibility  that  they  were  struck.  In  1850,  Dubosq  formed  a partnership  with  a Mr. 
Goodwin  (first  name  unknown)  to  establish  a mint  to  strike  gold  coins.  One  of  the  more  curious 
aspects  of  the  T.  Dubosq  (1849),  Dubosq  & Co.  1850  coinages  is  that,  as  mentioned  earlier,  there  are 
no  known  gold  coins  dated  1849,  and  the  first  report  of  coins  having  been  struck  is  in  the  quarterly 
report  of  Alta  California,  where  they  indicate  that  Dubosq  & Co.  struck  $150,000  in  coin  (probably 
10,000  each  of  the  $5.00  and  $10.00)  and  that  covered  the  period  January  1st  to  March  31st,  1851.  Hut 
no  gold  coins  or  patterns  are  known  dated  1851. 

Dubosq  & Co.  was  a highly  respected  house,  because  their  coins  assayed  $9.93  for  an  eagle  and 
$4.96  for  a half  eagle.  Only  few  of  the  private  companies  had  comparable  assay  reports.  In  fact,  the 
Dubosq  & Co.  coins  were  held  at  par  by  the  Mint  Assayers  at  Philadelphia,  who  sustained  the 
contention  that  the  Dubosq  coins  were  worth  their  stamped  value.  Although  the  firm  struck  quite  a 
large  number  of  coins  it  seems  as  if  virtually  all  were  melted.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  there  are 
only  six  specimens  extant  of  the  eagle  and  two  of  the  half  eagle.

WASS,  MOLITOR  & COMPANY 
San  Francisco 


The  firm  of  Hass,  Molitor  & Co.  was  founded  by  two  Hungarian  political  refugees  in 
1851.  They  originally  went  into  business  only  as  refiners  and  smelters.  According  to  the 
“San  Francisco  Herald”  of  November  19,  1851,  “These  gentlemen  have  acquired  a thorough 
and  practical  knowledge  of  mining  in  all  its  ramifications  in  the  celebrated  School  of  Mines 
in  Germany.”  This  would  indicate  they  were  among  the  few  men  dealing  with  gold  in 
California  at  the  time  who  had  any  professional  qualifications.  Most  of  the  others  were  rank 
amateurs.  The  firm’s  equipment  and  machinery  was  among  the  best  that  could  be  found  in 
California. 

It  was  during  the  latter  part  of  1851  that  the  shortage  of  small  gold  coins  was  severely 
felt.  The  regular  United  States  issues,  and  those  foreign  coins  accepted  by  the  Treasury, 
were  all  hoarded  to  pay  Customs  duties  on  foreign  goods  imported  into  California.  Yielding 
to  this  pressure,  Hass,  Molitor  & Co.  issued  their  first  $5.00  gold  piece  on  January  8,  1852 
and  a $10.00  denomination  soon  followed.  None  were  apparently  struck  during  the  years 
1853  and  1854,  but  $10.00  and  $50.00  pieces  were  produced  in  1855.  Their  coins  were  ex- 
tremely neat  in  appearance  and  had  one  characteristic  that  made  them  most  unusual.  The 
$5.00  pieces  assayed  out  at  $5.04,  quite  a change  from  the  shady  products  of  many  of  the 
other  private  mints.

OBSERVATIONS  REGARDING  WASS,  MOLITOR  EAGLES 

Scholars  on  Pioneer  and  Territorial  gold  have  long  since  been  aware  that  the  reverse  of  the  1850 
Duhosq  $10.00  was  the  same  reverse  used  on  the  1852  Hass,  Molitor  $10.00  Small  Head  (and  that 
reverse  sometimes  found  in  a broken  state  used  on  the  Large  Head).  However,  nothing  has  been 
written  about  the  obverse  of  the  1852  H ass,  Molitor  $10.00  Small  Head.  Numismatists  have  speculat- 
ed that  the  reason  for  the  “circle”  around  the  2 of  the  date  was  caused  bg  drilling  out  the  last 
numeral  (1)  of  an  unused  die  and  a 2 inserted  to  permit  redating  for  the  gear  1852. 

This  cataloguer  is  under  the  impression  that  the  obverse  die,  as  well,  is  that  of  the  Dubosq  $10.00 
Gold.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  .\Iatri.\:  or  Master  Hub  of  both  obverse  and  reverse  were  still 
in  existence  with  a logotgpe  of  185  (good  for  a decade)  and  just  needed  the  insertion  of  the  last 
numeral.  A careful  examination  of  the  head,  placement  of  the  185,  relation  of  stars  to  denticles  and 
the  beaded  hair  cord  all  point  to  the  same  Master  Hub  being  used  to  manufacture  the  working  dies 
for  both  companies. 

It  would  seem  illogical  for  H’a.ss,  Molitor  to  purchase  the  reverse  die  from  Dubosq  and  then 
emplog  Albert  Kuner  for  the  creation  of  an  obverse  die  onlg.  Yet  in  Edgar  H.  Adams  book  Private 
Gold  Coinage  of  California  in  writing  about  Albert  Kuner,  probablg  the  most  prolific  die  designer 
of  the  period,  he  states  that:  “He  was  painstaking  and  methodical,  and  had  a carefullg  prepared 
record  of  each  specimen  of  his  handicraft  - impressions  in  wax,  dies,  etc.,  nearlg  all  of  which  with 
his  papers,  were  destroged  in  the  Great  Eire  when  his  residence  at  the  corner  of  Golden  Gate  Avenue 
and  Gough  Street  was  burned.  However,  a record  of  mang  of  the  coins  for  which  he  cut  the  dies 
remains  in  his  personal  copg  of  the  book  issued  bg  Eckfeldt  & Dubois  in  1851.  He  made  a memoran- 
dum in  his  own  handwriting  over  each  illustration  of  the  various  California  coins  engraved  bg  him. 
Guided  bg  these  notes  we  find  that  he  made  the  dies  of  the  N.G.&N.  Eive  Dollar  piece,  the  Five  and 
Ten  Dollars  of  Moffat  & Co.,  dated  1819  and  1850;  the  Schultz  & Co.  Five  Dollars  of  1851;  the  Dunbar 
& Co.  Eive  Dollars  dated  1851;  the  Baldwin  Five,  Ten,  and  Twentg  Dollars  of  1850  and  1851;  and  the 
Fiftg  Dollar  octagonal,  with  the  denomination  reading,  FIFTY  DOLLS,  and  the  name  on  the  obverse 
around  the  border. 

“The  illustrations  of  the  Miners’  Bank  Ten  Dollars,  the  Pacific  Compang  Five  and  Ten,  the 
Massachusetts  and  California  Five,  the  Templeton  Reid  Ten  and  Twentg-five,  the  Cincinnati  Mining 
and  Trading  Compang  Five  and  Ten,  the  .I.S.O.  Ten,  and  the  Dubosq  & Co.  Five  and  Ten  Dollar 
coins  were  not  marked,  and  therefore  were  not  his  work.  He  also  engraved  the  dies  for  all  of  the 
coins  issued  bg  Hass,  Molitor  & Co.,  as  well  as  those  for  the  Deseret  Assag  Office  Five  Dollar  piece 
of  Utah,  dated  1860.” 

Since  he  engraved  the  dies  for  “all”  of  the  coins  issued  bg  H’a.ss,  Molitor  (reverses  included),  it 
would  appear  then,  that  Kuner  did,  in  fact,  make  the  dies  for  Dubosq  and  merelg  omitted  making  an 
enlrg  into  his  hook.  Another  piece  of  collateral  evidence  is  the  fact  that  virtuallg  all  of  Kuner's  work 
was  in  the  stgle  of  federal  coinage.  Onlg  the  Dubosq  is  conspicuous  bg  its  federal  appearance  from 
the  list  of  those  presumabig  NOT  made  bg  Kuner.  Perhaps  these  observations  will  induce  a collector 
to  delve  further  into  this  mgsterg  and  prove  either  wag  the  validitg  of  these  findings.

GOLD  COINS  OF  THE  MORMONS 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  - 1849-1860 


A small  band  of  Mormons,  led  by  Brigham  Young,  migrated  to  Utah  and  took  up 
residence  in  the  Great  Salt  Lake  Valley  in  July  1847.  By  the  end  of  1848  about  5,000  additional 
Mormons  had  settled  in  the  area.  A population  of  this  size  required  some  form  of  political  organiza- 
tion and  early  in  1849  the  Mormon  community  was  organized  as  the  State  of  Deseret.  Young  was 
appointed  the  first  Governor.  According  to  The  Book  of  Mormon,  “Deseret”  means  “land  of  the 
working  bee.” 

While  the  basis  of  the  early  economy  was  agricultural  the  Mormons  soon  felt  the  need  for  a 
means  of  exchange.  In  1849  Governor  Young  personally  established  a minting  operation  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Thomas  Bullock  became  the  active  director  of  the  mint  during  its  existence.  A local  mechanic 
named  Kay  created  the  tools  required  and  J.M.  Barlow,  a dentist  cut  the  original  dies.  Denomina- 
tions from  $2.50  to  $20.00  were  issued.  California  was  the  source  of  the  gold  used.  Active  prospecting 
for  the  precious  metals  in  Utah  did  not  begin  until  1862,  two  years  after  the  Mormon  mint  was  closed 
down. 

The  coins  themselves  were  so  underweight  as  to  almost  permit  them  to  be  classified  as  gold 
tokens.  The  $20.00  pieces  assayed  at  about  $17.00  and  the  metal  was  only  crudely  refined.  The  profits 
from  the  minting  operations  were  thus  very  high.  While  the  various  mints  in  California  lead  to 
accusations  of  a “Gold  coin  swindle”  there  was  no  such  difficulty  in  Utah.  In  the  sternly  hierarchical 
Mormon  society  the  extraordinary  profits  from  the  coinage  were  regarded  as  the  prerogative  of  the 
State  of  Deseret.

REPUBLIC  OF  MEXICO 
1823  Up  To  The  Present 


Before  listing  and  describing  the  gold  coins  of  the  Mexico  Republic  we  wish  to  point  out 
that  the  state  of  preservation  mentioned  is  based  on  customary  standards.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  method  of  coin  production  was  poorer  than  that  used  for  European 
coinage  of  that  time.  In  many  cases  it  can  be  noted  that  the  center  of  the  coins  are  weakly 
struck.  The  machinery  used  by  many  of  the  local  mints,  was  antiquated  and  could  not  exert 
sufficient  pressure  to  bring  up  the  details  of  the  more  modern  dies. 

The  obverse  of  all  the  gold  coins  of  the  Escudo  system  carries  the  national  emblem  of  the 
eagle  and  snake  perched  on  a cactus.  The  reverse  shows  a hand  holding  a Liberty  cap  upon 
a pole  and  pointing  to  an  open  book  carrying  the  inscription  LEY  (Law).

During  the  revolution  of  1910  to  1917,  the  state  of  Oaxaca  left  the  Federa- 
tion of  the  United  States  of  Mexico  and  became  a sovereign  state.

THE  NEWFOUNDLAND  GOLD  2 DOLLARS 


In  eight  of  the  years  between  1865  and  1888,  Newfoundland  issued  Gold  coins,  the  only 
British  colony  to  do  so.  With  the  exception  of  the  1882  pieces,  struck  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in 
Birmingham,  all  the  coins  were  produced  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  London. 

Designed  and  engraved  by  Leonard  C.  Wyon,  the  obverse  bears  the  laureate  head  of  a 
young  Queen  Victoria,  her  hair  drawn  back  in  braid  around  the  ear.  The  reverse  has  the 
interesting  and  unusual  feature  of  expressing  the  denomination  three  ways:  2 Dollars,  200 
Cents  and  100  Pence,  the  Sterling  equivalent.  Since  the  Pound  Sterling  contained  240 
Pence,  the  weight  in  Fine  Gold  of  the  Newfoundland  coin  was  exactly  5112  of  the  British 
Gold  Sovereign,  or  .0981  ounces  of  Fine  Gold. 

The  Newfoundland  2 Dollar  Gold  piece  was  a favorite  of  Amon  Carter.  He  was  intrigued 
by  the  unique  features  of  the  coin  as  well  as  the  neat  design  executed  by  the  deft  hand  of  a 
master  engraver.
